Most of the build- 
ings were old and run down. They 
were not painted. Most of them 
were made of lumber and had 


cement foundations. 


The main occupation in Pere 
Cheney was lumbering. There 
were two sawmills at the camp 
which were at the south end of 
the town. They- later burned 
down. The logs that were cut 
that carried 
them to the train on pole roads. 
Pole roads were made by laying 
ogs end té end. They were not- 
ched like a railroad track so the 
cars were unable to slip off. 


The population of Pere Cheney: 
was about eighty people. There 
were more people in Pere Cheney 
than in Grayling because of the 

mbering industry. Another 

large chore of thé nian ini 
Cheney was taking care of the 
railroad, the Michigan Central 
Railroad. People did not travel 
much during the time of Pere 
Cheney. It took a whole day to 
travel to Grayling and back. A 
trip to Grayling was made about 
once --.every two weeks. People 
could arrive in Grayling faster by 
walking, rather than riding in a 
buggy, because the roads were 
very rough and sandy. 
' The people voted in Section 25- 
Range 3 west, which is the area 
between Roscommon and Gray- 
ling now. The Beaver Creek sec- 
‘tion was Section 25-Range 4 
west. Only the men were allow- 
ted to vote then. Women were 
;not, The men always walked to 
the elections. 

Pere Cheney used to be the 
County Seat. Grayling was later 
voted the County Seat because it 
was on the river. Before this part 
of the county became known as 
Crawford County, it was a part 
of Kalkaska Co. Therefore, during 
the beginning of Pere Cheney 
mail was picked up and delivered 
by a train. It pickedup the mail

“Oh, I have forgotten to men- 
tion that there was a mail route 
established which carried the mail 
between Kalkaska and Cheney. 
On the route there were the fol. 
lowing post offices: Lodi, Ivan, 
Sharon, Fletcher and Wellington. 
The carrier would make three 
found trips each week. . That is, 
he would drive through Kalkaska 
to Cheney in one day, and then 
the next day he would make the 
trip from Cheney to Kalkaska. 
It was about 38 miles and it was 
aimost- amazing to-know-how-few 
trips he would fai] to make, even 
during those terrible winters. 
They were a hardy breed of men 
who carried the mail on that route. 
Tt was called a Star Route.” 


The tools for working on the 
railroad were kept in a car along 
‘side--the—railroad track, because 
the building they had been keptin 
burned down. 

The cemetery and the town were 
located about one mile apart. 
The cemetery was on the west 
side of the railroad tracks south- 
east of the town of Pere Cheney.
